you  ha  never  read  an  Examiner  or  To^~ 
Boy,  and  what  would  People  lay  of  the 
Surprize  you  were  in  when  they  knew 
thc^t  your  Reprefeiitative,  the  Knight  of 
your  Shire,  was  the  very  Man  who  de- 
clar  d,  when  he  was  one  of  the  late  Ma- 
nagers,} hat  there  fl)ould  not  be  a  Whig  in  Eng- 
land left  in  a  Place  of  Ten  Pounds  a  Tear? 
which  perhaps  will  recommend  him  to 
your  Intereft  at  the  next  Election,  as 
anijizd  as  you  are,  to  hear  Twenty  or 
Thirty  Tories  are  fent  into  the  Coun4;ry, 
and  have  Leilure  to  Cabal  there  and  fpirit 
up  a  Faction  to  make  the  Government 
unealy. 

i   inall    not  be  furpriz'd    to    hear  of 
two  or  three  Hundred  Parfons  hollowing

I  almoft  delpair  of  feeing  any  Thing  better 
coiiie  from  your  Qj-iarter.  Vour  Gentry 
z.x\^  Clergy  have  dery  d  rlevolution  Prin- 
ciples ever  fince  ttie  Revoluiion.  Ken  cor- 
rupted your  Clergy  and  they  did  the 
f'.r.e  c;ood  Turn  to  tr.e  Gentry.  The 
h'>'''-lt  Pfafwis  are  drunk  or  buliy'd  into 
&  bale  Complyance  with  them,  and  while 

your 
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your  Lieutenancy  and  your  Parfons  are 
under  the  prefent  Direflion,  I  hope  for  no 
Amendment.  The  Majority  out  of  Bi- 
gotry and  Ignorance  will  do  as  they  have 
hitherto  done,  and  make  me  ftill  afham'd 
of  being  your  Country-man. 

'Tis  a  itrange  thing,  that  in  fo  populous, 
fo  rich,  and  lb  trading  a  Country,  there 
fliould  be  lb  many  Bubbles.  People  gene- 
rally know  their  intereft  if  they  know 
nothing  elfe,  and  it  muft  be  downright 
Stupidity  that  makes  them  fote  againlt 
themfelves,  as  they  6.0  when  ever  they 
Vote  for  thofe  that  are  againfl  T'r^^e,  pure- 
ly becaufe  th&K  Landlords  and  their  Farfcns 
tell,  them  they  muft  be  for  the  Church  ; 
A  'Name  which  ferves  indifrerently  for 
War  or  Peace^  Trade  or  no  Trade^  as  tis 
iis'd  toferve  a  prefent  Turn,  and  hardly 
ever  means  what  is  pretended ,  the 
Froteflant  Religion  :  For  can  one  think, 
that  thofe  jolly  Sleek  Divines^  whom  you 
will  fee  and  hear  with  a  witnefs  at  the 
Election,  are  really  in  any  Pain  for  the 
J'.jterefts  of  Religion  and  Virtue  ?  For  God- 
fake,  inquire  into  their  Lives  and  A4(?rals  j 
put  it  to  your  Confcience,  do  you  really 
believe  that  thofe  ruddy  flaming  Dodors 
make  fuch  a  Clamour  out  of  a  pioub  Con- 
cern for  the  Souls  of  Men  'i  What  a 
Farce  are  they  a  playing,  and  how  like 
the  Fools  01  it  the  Countrymen  \ihoni 
they  hall  after  them,  looK  ?  This  Trick 
has  been  play'd  fo  long,  that  People  muft 
have  lefs  Wit  than  one  thinks  they  have, 
B  z  to 
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to  be  bubbled  by  it  any  more.  If  thefe 
Reverend  Eledors  were  truly  concern'd 
for  the  Churchy  they  woivd,  in  the  firft 
place,  take  care  to  adorn  the  Doftrine 
they  profefs,  the  pureft  in  the  Chriftian 
World,  by  the  Purity  and  Innocence  of 
their  Lives ,  and  the  firft  appearance  of 
that  wou'd  be  in  Charity  and  Httmility^  in 
Moderation  and  Virtue,  Their  Zeal  wou'd 
flame  out  againft  f^/re,  and  they  wou'd 
leave  the  Care  of  the  Church  to  thofe  who 
have  the  Charge  of  it,  their  and  our  Spi- 
ritual Fathers,    the  Bifliops. 

For  Shame  don't  fliew  your  ielf  to  be 
a  Man  of  fo  little  Judgment,  as  to  be  for 
or  againft  a  Perfoni  becaufe  the  Ficar  fays 
he  is   a  Churchman  :    I'll  warrant  whoever 
is  put  up  againft  him,  let  him  be   call'd 
a  Presbyteria?j,  a  Fanatlck^  or  whatever  the 
good  Manners  and  good  Senfe  ot  the  Country 
Clergy  fliail   think  fit,     he  never   in  his 
Life  w<is  within  the  Walls  of  a  Conventicle, 
but  frequents  the  Church  more,  does  it 
more  Honour   by  his  Principles  and  Pra^ 
ftices   than    the  greateft  Zealots  among 
his  Antagonifts.    If  this  is  not  true,  Til 
venture  to  give  up   my  Argument,  and 
with  very  good  P^eafon,  for  1  never  knew 
the  Oblervation  to  fail,  and  know  ybur 
County   too  well  to  think  your  Church- 
men have  more  Virtue  and  Religion  than 
others. 

Pray  do  not  miftake  me,  whenever  I 
fay  Church-men,  'tis  by  no  means  to  reiie(5i: 
on  thofe  who  are  Church'men  in  the  true 

Senfe 
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Senfe  of  the  Word  ^  who  are  Members  of 
the  church  of  England^  and  pradife  whac 
they  profefs.  Such  Men  are,  I  doubt  not, 
the  beft  Chrifiians^  the  bell  SubjeEis^  and  the 
belt  Britons^  but  thofe,  who,  not  caring  a 
Farthing  for  the  Faith  and  Doi^rine  of 
the  Church,  have  nothing  fo  much  as  her 
ISIame  in  their  Mouths^  and  nothing  lb 
little  in  their  Hearts. 

1  would  hope  there  cannot  be  fo  much 
Blindnefs  remaining  among  you,    as  llill 
to  think  your  Guidei  are  in  Earneft,  when 
they  cry  out  the  Church  is  in  Danger,    One 
would   imagine  they  do  it  like  the  Fable 
o^Jnck  with  the  Lanthorn^  to  laugh  at  you 
when  they  leave  you  in   the  Mire.     But 
yet  we  have   no  Grounds  to  expeft  that 
you  fl^ould  be  xvifer  now  than  you  have 
been  theie  Twenty  Years,  and  the  only 
People  that  did  not  lofe  their  Wits  in  tlie 
late  Times,  or  the  lirll  to  recover  them. 
You  will  furely  have  no  Fanatich,    no  Tres» 
bytertm  \  I  know  your  Parlbns    can  do  no- 
thing without  it:  'Tis   the  furelt  part  of 
their  Politicks  :    It  works  without  think- 
ing.    The  Noife  does    the  Bufmefs,  and 
thofe  that  Qut-heml  very  commonly  Cut" 

vote. 

However,  do  not  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  who 

have  had  the  Advantage  of  three  or  four 
Years  Magiftracy,  fuffer  your  Gravity  and 
iVifdom  to  be  feton  aLevel  with  a  Peafant's 
Jgnornnce  and  Stupidity,  Do  not  put  fuch 
an  Affront  upon  your  Brains,  as  to  think 
'em  worth  no  more  than   a  Flovgh-man's,. 

Lee 
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Let  the  Gaffers  and  DoBors  go  together, 
do  you  do  nothing  hue  what  you  can  an- 
fwer  to  common  Senfe^  and  I  warrant  you 
are  not  of  their  Company. 

1  muft  beg  leave  to  excufe  my  felf  for 
taking  a  Freedom  with  your  Country- 
Clergy,  by  calling  them  Parfons,  it  being 
too  Familiar  for  the  Cloth.  I  own  it, 
and  never  dare  ufe  the  Word,  but  when 
'tis  apply'd  to  fuch  ^s  Scamwe/i  2ind  Carlifie 
among  you,  and  luch  as  Sachevere//  and 
Higgins  among  us.  I  pay  as  great  a  De- 
ference to  the  Holy  Order  as  any  Man 
living,  and  would  not  have  it  pro'^an'd  by 
rude  Mirth,  but  in  my  Mind  1  Itrip  thofe 
Clergymen  of  the  Habit,  who  do  indeed 
difhonour  it,  before  I  meddle  with 
them. 

'Tis  true,  this  Excufe  will  not  be  al- 
low'd  of  by  the  Vicars  and  Curates  in 
your  Country.  They  know  their  Intereft 
too  well  not  to  fheiter  the  Charafters  of 
their  Perfons  under  that  of  their  Trofejfwn, 
They  afiiime  as  much  Reverence  to  them- 
fclves,  as  is  due  to  our  moft  Learned  and 
Pious  Divines:  fThey  will  have  it,  that 
they  are  not  only  Church-men,  but  the 
Church  itfeif,  and  in  that  Senfe  you  muft 
always  take  the  Word,  or  you  will  be  e- 
gregioufly  miitaken. 

Another  danger  you  are  in  of  giving 
your  Vote  wrong,  is  trom  the  great 'li- 
king which  my  Countrymen  have  to  Ocio- 
ber.  U  has  fo  many  Charms,  that  let  the 
'5^M;Ve  be  never  fo  Dull  and  ib.  Bnjtal,  if 

his 
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his  Cellar  is  full  of  it  he  fliall  have  two 
or  three  himdred  Horfe  aTter  him  at  an 
Eleflion.  There's  a  KeighboLiring  Juftice 
of  yours,  who  not  long  ago  was  a  younger 
Brother,  and  a  Lieutenant  of  Foot,  whom 
you  would  then  hardly  drink  a  Mug  with, 
and  Providence  having  made  him  an  Elder 
Brother,  and  his  Cellar  being  well  ftock'd 
with  Oclober,  though  'tis  a  Qiieflion  whe- 
ther he  can  do  any  thing  to  a  Warrant 
but  fet  his  Mark  to  it^  yet,  out  or  an 
infatiable  Thirft  after  his  Strong  Beer,  you 
have  all  miftaken  him  for  a  Politician, 
and  as  liich  fent  him  up  hither  to  reprefent 
you. 

For  my  own  part,  I  would  rather  iiing 
his  Drink  into  the  Wafh-Tub,  thanfuffer 
the  Impertinence  of  his  Company  5  and 
what  a  Melancholly  Sight  would  it  be  to 
fee  two  or  three  hundred  Men  with  the 
Faces  ot  Reafonable  Creatures,  led  along 
by  a  Dunce  to  vote  as  his  Parfon  bids  him, 
only  for  the  Pleafure  of  being  Drunk  with 
him. 

Tm  fatisfy'd  half  the  Votes  in  your 
Country  are  given  meerly  for  Celli-r-iake, 
though  Conlcience  lomeciines  may  be  pre- 
tended. What  a  poor  Gonfideration  is  a 
Pot  o  Ale,  efpecially  v^nen  Men  have  e- 
nou^^h  ot  it  at  Home?  and  what  a  forry 
Guide  is  a  Country  juftice,  wnole  Tutor 
was  perhaps  the  Parilh-Cierk,  or  at  beft 
a  little  Rural  Pedagogue,  who  kept  his 
jicademy  in  the  Chancel. 

If 
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If  I  could  not  judge  for  my  felf,  I  would 
obferve  which  fide  the  Men  of  moft  Senfe 
and  Virtue  took,  and  go  along  with  them. 
I  would  take  it  for  granted,  that  a  Houfe 
of  Lords  with  Six  and  twenty  BiHiops  a- 
mong  them,  and  a  Houfe  of  Commons 
every  Man  of 'em  Church-men,  would  ne- 
ver do  the  Church  any  Hurt,  that  where- 
cver  fuch  a  Cry  was  made,  there  muft 
be  Roguery  at  the  Bottom,  and  thofe 
that  made  it,  fhould  have  no  Vote  of 
mine. 

It  is  now  plain,  and  as  clear  as  the  Sun 
at  Noon -Day,  that  the  late  Managers 
intended  to  bring  in  the  Pretender.

of  O— — .d  himfelf  has  told  you  in  the 
Secret  H'lftory  'of  the  Staf,  they  met  in 
fecret  Cabals ,  where  every  Propofal 
they  made  was  Trealbn  to  their  Qiieen 
and  Country  ?  V/ill  you  Vote  for  a  Per- 
fon  found  among  them,  a  Manager  him- 
felf, or  a  Tool  of  theirs  fitted  to  any  vile 
Work  ?  Can  fuch  a  one  be  a  true  Friend 
to  the  Church  ?    Vv'hat  would  P^r/^m  have 

done 
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done  wilh  us  and  our  Religion,  if  thofe 
Managers  had  carry'd  their  Point,  and 
brought  him  in.  Would  not  Popery  and 
Slavery  have  been  part  of  his  Train  ? 
Thole  were  the  Men  ^x'ho  did  indeed 
bring  the  Church  into  the  utmoft  Danger, 
and  yet  thole  very  Men  'will  cry  out, 
now  the  1  te  happy  Change  has  iavM  her, 
that  fhe's  again  in  as  much  Peril,  as  when 
Sachaverell  was  try 'd" 

Having  liifficient  Warning  given  you 
of  them  and  their  Praftices,  you  will  ne- 
ver be  able  to  anfwer  it  to  your  Country 
and  your  Confcience,  if  you  contribute 
to  put  any  Trult  into  luch  Hands,  and 
the  greateft  Truft  you  can  give  them,  is  to 
reprefent  you  in  Parliament,  There  cant 
be  no  iVIadnels  like  it. 

There  is  not  a  iVIan  who  has  his  Wits 
about  him,  but  is  now  fatisfy'd  that  the 
late  Managers  were  giving  themfelves  and 
us  entirely  to  France  and  the  Pretender  i 
and  is  it  lo  very  ftrange  as  to  furprize 
you  to  hear,  that  the  Government  will  no 
longer  make  ufe  of  them  or  their  Crea- 
ture ^  a  Government,  whole  Interells  are 
incompatible  with  thofjor  the  Pretender 
and  France.  Wl^en  thofe  Managers  got 
her  Majefty  to  difplace  the  befi:  MiniRers 
that  ever  Prince  was  lerv'd  by,  How  were 
we  reprov'd  for  daring  to  murmur  at  it  ? 
And  yet,  good  God,  whatCatife  was  there 
for  Murmuring?

It  is  fa'id  the  Oueen  had  in  a  mojl  dangerous 
Crifts  turn'd,  out  avchole  fet  of  the  hefi  Minijlers 
that  e'ver  ferv  d  a  Prince^  without  any  manmr 
of  Reafon  but  her  Royal  Pleafure,  and  brought  in 
others  of  a  Ch^railer  dir e 3 ly contrary.  And 
has  not  this  IVdatter  of  Complaint  been 
fiidiciently  msdeont  in  the  lail  four  Years 
Adminiftration  ?  Was  it  not  then  faid, 
Th^t  the  old  Afinifers  vcere  Men  whofe  Blrtl  y 
Virtues  and  yibilities  \  vrhofe  Morals  and  Re- 
ligion whofe  love  of  their  Country  and  its  Con- 
jilt  ur  ion    were    vniverfally    allowed.     And   in 

their  room  were  put T^ie  very 

Karnes  of  them,  and  the  occafion  of  men- 
tioning them,  arefo  fliockingto  Pvemem- 
brance  that  a  good  Briton  cannot  think  of 
it  with  Patience.  Yet  notvvithftanding  it 
is  plain  to  erery  thinking  Man,  that  it 
was  impofTible  for  the  Kingdom  to  be 
f  iv'd  from  Ruin  in  fuch  Hands  ^  yet,  I 
l;>.y,  were  we  infulted  and  menac'd,  if 
■we  dar'd  to  expreis  any  Regret  for  the 
lofs  01  that  good  MiniHry,  which  had  lo 
faithfully  and  fo  gloriouily  ferv'd  their 
Qiieen  and  Country 

Did  not  the  Examiner  tells  us,  Ko.  17. 
No  Body  doubts  but  a  Prmce  may  chufe  his  Ser- 
vants^ without  giving  a  Reafon  to  his  SubjeEis  ^ 
and  he  adds,  whac  at  thi^  Juncture  ought 
to  be  very  well  confider'd.  That  a  wife  and 
good  Prince  will  not  change  his  Afmijiers  without 
very  imjortam  Reafons^  and  a.  good  Subjeti 
ought  to  Ji'ppofi  th,  t  in  juch  a  Cafe  there  are 
fuch  Reajjimsj  though  he    bs    not    apprifed   of 

them 
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thenty  otherwife  he  mufi  inwardly  tax  his  Prina 
of  Capricioujnefs^  Incojifiancy  or  HI  Dcf^r/is^ 
fuch  Reafons  indeed  may  not  be  obviouj  to  ler- 
fons  prejudicd^  or  at  a  ^reat  di fiance ^  or  fiwrt 
Thinkers. 

Now  though  this  Governmenc  can  by 
1)0  means  be  charged  with  Capriciou/hels 
or  Inconftancy,  and  is  conltant  to  its 
Friends  in  trufting  and  honouring  thciii, 
Tet  prejtidic'd  Perjons^  or  at  a  great  difiance^ 
or  fijort  Thinkers  will  be  furprizd  to  hear 
of  'Turnings  in  and  out,  when  they  are 
influenced  by  Faction,  and  do  not  reme.u- 
ber  what  their  Maiter  tne  Examiner 
taught  them,  That  a  Prince  may  chvfe  his 
Servants^  without  giving  a  Reafon  to  his  Sub- 
jects. Indeed  the  prelent  Government  has 
no  ncQcl  ot  giving  a  Reafon.  The  late  Trea- 
lurer  has  done  it  for  them  by  confefTing 
his  Accomplices  in  the  Change  of  the  Aifi- 
nifiry  upon  SachevereiTs  i-ufinefs  were 
plotting  its  Deftrut^ion,  and  there  is  not 
a  Man  in  England,  who  knows  any  thing 
at  all  of  the  Matter,  but  verily,  and 
from  his  Soul,  believe?,  that  the  P-.otefant 
Succsjfion  had  not  gi eater  Enemies  in  the 
World  than  the  late  iVJanasers.

This  Rsvolution  fo extenuated 
and  excub'cl  by  him  ^ras  fo  far  from  being 
iieceliary,  that  the  very  contrary  was  of 
abfolute  Neceffityj  or  donbtlefs  all  our 
Friends  Abroad  would  not  have  taken  the 
Allarm  at  it. 

The  Emperor,  the  States  General,  and 
the  Court  of  ^^w«owr,  thought  themfelves 
oblig'd  for  their  own  fakes  as  well  as  ours, 
to  make  ufe  oi  the  moft  pretfing  Inftances 
to  prevent  any  Alteration  of  the  Mini- 
itry,  which  twas  eafy  to  be  forefeen  would 
produce  Alteration  ot  Meafures  to  the 
ruin  of  the  Confederacy  and  the  Ballance 
ot  Power  in  Europe. 

'Tis  true,  the  Empercr  and  the  States 
General  were  treated  by  our  fcurri- 
lous  State-\A/riters,  the  Tofi  Bcy^nA  £.v- 
aminer^t  as  Inlolent  for  intermeddling  in 
our  Aitairs  :  And  yet  alas  !  did  our  Court 
do  the  very  fame  with  that  of  Viemm^  in 
endeavouring  to  have  fome  iViiniflers  re- 
inovd  who  were  againfta  Treaty  with  the 
Hungarians :  Befides,  nothing  is  more  com- 
mon than  forPrinces  engag  d  in  fo  clofe  Al- 
liance as  we  were  then  with  the  Germans 
and  Dvtch  to  concern  themfelves  in  the 
Aliairs  of  thofe  ::?tat:es,  on  whofe  Safety 
their  own  lb  nearly  depends.  However, 
k  was  enough  for  us    to  give  our  lelves 

Airs,  ^CiA  cry,  Shall  not  the  O n  do  vrhmt 

file  will  with  her  orvn  ?  Shall  jl^e  not  be  Adiflrefs 
of  her  ovjn  Servnmi  ?  Will  you  take  from  her 
the  Power  to  ew^hy  whom  Jl)e  thinks  fit  in  le'r 
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Service  ?     Would  any  of  you  he   fervid  fo  your 
fellies  ? 

Fine    Reafoning   this!    and   ytt   'twas 
whjt  they  ftop'd  our  Mouths  with,  and  to 
open  them  was  Sedition,  iinlefs  'twas  to 
fay  as  they  did.     How  prettily  did  your 
good  Friend  the  Examiner^    naaking   him- 
felt'ftill  merry  with  the  Revolution,  argue 
on  this  Occafion  f     Pray  think  of  it  now 
it  is  to  the  purpofe,  as   much  as  you  did 
■when   every  Word  was  S op hijfry  ?.nd  Non-^ 
fenfcy  as  he  would  have  had  it  intepreted. 
The   Revolution  of  the    Sun    about  the  Earthy 
quoch  he    Tvasfoyrnerly  thought  a  very  necejfary 
lApedlent  to  foLve   A^fearances.  though   it  left 
many  Dtfficult.es  vnanftverd  ^    till  Philofophers 
contrlv  d abetter,  v.'hich  is  that  of  tie  Farth^s 
Aevolution  about  the  Sun.

This  was  the  Cant,  and 
yet  now  you  wonder  to  fee  thofe  good 
Aiinijleri  and  Patriots  reftor'd  to  the  Mlni- 
firy  and  Places  from  which  thej/  were  fo 
unjuftly  difplac'd.  What  an  idle  foolifli 
Compliiin:  is  this?  How  very  partial  and 
ridiculous,  anr.\  how  wretched  Oiou'd  we 
be,  if  to  prevent  your  being  /wrpnV^,  his 
Majefty's  belt  Friends  were  i\ept  out  of 
Employ ,and  his  profcfs'd £;7ewfVj  continu'd 
in  Truft?  Do  not  think  it  ftrange,  that 
the  wil'eft  Prince  in  the  World  fliould 
knoviy  his  Intt^eft  better  than  you,  and 
fince  his  and  his  ^  eople's  Intereils  are  now 
blended  together,  learn  to  praftife  that 
Sound  Dodrinc  alierted  by  yo\n  TeacherSj 
in  Seafon  and  out  of  Seafon,  to  be  pajfive- 
ly  obedient  to  him  whom  the  Lord  hath  a- 
nomted  K.rig  over  you.

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are  of  your  Knight's  MincI,  and  wou'd 
not  have  an  Office  of  Ten  Pounds  a  Year 
J  eft  in  Tory  Hands.  But  thofe  are  as  blame- 
able  as  yon  and  your  Neighbours,  and 
very  undutifully  animadvert  on  the  Con- 
duft  of  the  wifeft  Prince  and  AL'nijlry  in 
the  World.  His  Majefty  is  King  of  IVhi^s 
and  Tories^  and  'tis  impoflible  for  ^o  ex- 
cellent and  fo  prudent  a  Prince  to  fuffer 
his  Minifiers  to  make  fuch  odious  Diftin- 
ftions  as  the  late  Alanagers  made,  robbing 
the  greateft  part  of  her  Majefty's  Subjefts 
of  the  Grace  and  Benefit  of  her  Favour  and 
TroteBicn. 

Our  prelent  Sovereign  Reigns  Himfelf 
over  his  own  Pee^le^  and  not  by  delegated 
Powers.  All  Trotefiant  Britons^  and  Popijlj 
too,  as  far  as  they  keep  within  the  Bounds 
ot  their  Duty,  will  be  receiv"'d  by  hini 
•with  equal  Grace,  and  partake  alike  of  its 
Benefits,  when  they  fliew  alike  Affection 
to  his  Government. 

God  forbid  we  fliould.ever  have  a  Prince 
on  the  Throne  who  fliould  refufe  the  Ser- 
vice of  a  Loyal  Subjeft  becaufe  of  fuch  or 
fuch?.  Denomination^  and  God  forbid  too  we 
fliou  d  over-value  the  Merit  of  ofur  felves 
or  our  Friends,  and  not  prefer  his  Afaje- 
fiys  good  Pleafure,  who  befl  knows  what 
is  fit  for  us,  to  our  own.  The  fureft  way 
to  obtain  and  continue  in  the  good  Graces 
of  fuch  a  King^  is  to  deferve  it  j  and  the 
fureffc  way  to  deferve  it,  is  to  promote 
Vnion ,  to  be  Zealous  for  the  true  Jmerefis 
F  .  ot 
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of  the  Crown  and  Kingdom^  and  not  biifily 
meddle  with  Things  that  do  not  belorf^ 
to  us ;  for  ill  ^0  doing  "we  fhall  furely 
talk  of  ThinJ^s  we  ^o  not  vnderfiandy 
wihich  will  fliew  us  to  be  at  once  both 
Fools  and  AUdmen>
